IMPROVED KANSA S ROADS. 

Public Sentiment For Better Highways 
Is Increasing Rapidly. 
A marked improvement in Kansas 
roads is noticeable in all parts of the 

state and especially in those counties 
where the road work has been placed 
under the direct super^'ision of a coun- 
ty engineer. 

"County boards are beginning to real- 
ize that their many other duties make 
it Impossible for them to giro proper 
ntteutimi to the county roads," said 
W. S. Goarhart. state higliv.ay engi- 
neer. "Where tbe county engineer and 
county boards work co-operatively 
mnch good work is done and it is done 
more efficiently than could possibly 
have boon do'.ie by the board alone. 
Under this system, now being carried 
oat In a number of the counties, the 
county board determines what road 
•work shall be done and the county en- 
gineer Is made directly responsible for 
carrying out their plans. 
-^Sentiment in favor of l)ettcr roads 
fni K:ii<n: is increasing rapidly be- 
oaiis u lunny persons have had oi>- 
poi'tunlty to observe wLa£ other states 
are doing along this line. Tbe earth 
roads in this state are the best in tbe 
country, bnt it is hard to keep them in 
repair, especially In wet seasons. The 
summer rains of 1915 caused the bot- 
tom to drop out of our earth roads, 
and they are .lust now being brought 
back into their fornifi- condition. ' 

"Roads are l eiiig built with the idea 
of permanency. In many coramunltles 
temporary maUesbifts are Jio longer 
tolerated. Cement culverts replace di- 
lapidated bridges, and all other road 
Imiirovement is of a more durable 
character thini forniorly. 

"Kansas uov.- has an average of one 
automobile for every mile of road, and 
If the state expects to keep pace with 
this increasing traffic the main trav- 
eled roads sooner or later must be sur- 
faced with durable materials. Of all 
the different kinds of material avail 
able for road surfacing gravel proba- 
bly Is tbe best for Kansas conditions 
so long as tiie IrafHc does not exceed 
200 vehicles a day. When the tratBc 
Increases beyond this nnmlier brick or 
cement is the best material. 

"Gravel deposits are numerous 
throughout all uf tlmt part of Kansas 
cast of a north and south line tbrougli 
Solomon. This fact makes gravel the 
cheapest surfacing material. Because 
It is so plentif ul and so easily obtained 
it is clieap l:i respect to Ijoth first cost 
^ud mainteuuuce." 



The National Forests Number 150 and 
Cover an Area of About 162,00 0, 000 

Acres — These Are to Be Made Acces- 
sible by an Appropriation of $10,- 
000,000. 

Uncle Sam is preparing to open up a 
new public playgromid to the people of 
the United States. 

The national forests— 150 of them, 
covering an area of about 1G2,00<),000 
acres— are to l>e made accessible by tbe 
expenditure of the recent appropriation 
by congress of $10,000,000 for roads 
through these hitherto little known sec- 
tions. A million dollars a year is to 
be spent by the forest service for tbe 
next ten years in this work, and, inas- 
much as the states and counties will 
contribute a like amount, government 
officials figure that approximately 0,000 
miles of new mad v.iil he constructed 
during tbe life of the aiiproiiriation. 

This mileage will not only make it 
possible for travelers to penetrate to 
the heart of the virgin wooils and en- 
joy scenic pleasures whioli have for- 
merly been inaccessible, but it will 
form a species of insurance against 
forest fires which has been almost en- 
tirely lacking in the i):ist, in addition 
to rendering far more habitable tbe

HIGHWAY E NGINEE RS NEEDED. 

Demand For Trained Men Greater 

Than the Supply. 

College and miiversity students who 
specialize in tiie highway engineering 

branches of civil engineering courses 
will And unusual opi)orlunitics hence- 
forth of securing early eini)loymcnt 
and good pay after winning their de- 
grees. There has long been a decided 
lack of trained road engineers, and the 
demand for tl: im is increasing rapidly. 
Probably no other brunch in engineer- 
ing offers such sure reward at this 
time. Eighteen state highway commis- 
sions out of iweiity-fonr i-cnorting to 
tlie National .\.utoniubile Chamber of 
Commerce i!i .New York city state that 
there is a lack of trained road engi- 
neers, and sixteen say that preference 
would he given to graduates of col- 
lege highway engineering courses in 
the appointment of additional road en- 
gineers. 

Nearly !,<:: >) engineers are now em- 
ployed by tiie twenty-four state c(^ii> 
missions, an l in addition about 2,000 
are emploj'ed as county and city engi- 
neers in ni:i; ;"en of the states. Sal- 
aries of iiiglr>. :.\ ci uincers range from 
fOOO to ?o,0(i • a year. The average is 
about $l,SOi). There has bu n a tre- 
mendous increase in highway improve- 
ment through! int the country during re- 
cent jear.w, and the demand for good 
roads is gr..v.ing rapidly. Highway 
commissioner.-i report that they expeot 
the number of engineers employed by 
the stuto bi„'!irvay departments will be 
doubled wit"..;n five years. Enactment 
of the fede:;!l gooil roads bill ai'pro- 
priating $75.'100,O0O for construction of 
public roads luring the next five years, 
provided tlio-' -irious states approi»ritite 
nu equal am nut, assures the expendi- 
ture of $l.'.r.f;00,000 on main state 
hlghwcij-s In that period. This will 
greatly sthnnrite the Imilding of minor 
jroads by the i.tates and coun,tles.

The forest service had been trying 
for years to obtain from congress an 
appropriation wliicli would enable them 
to construct those much needed roads, 
but the legislation always failed. Tbe 
bill, however, was finally passed, and 
last summer the service was notified 
that the money war, available for the 
needs of the wooded sections set aside 
by the government for the use of the 
people. 

"Tbe 10,000,000 aiiproprintion. car- 
ried as a part of the .SS.-j.OOO.OCO good 
roads bill." said Chief iMirester Henry 
S. Graves in discussing tho matter re- 
cently, "will mean a groat deal not 
only to the forests and tho residents 
of the adjacent country, but to tbe 
people of the Uinted States as a whole. 
It will mean that we will be able to 
construct about five times as many 
miles of road per year as formerly, that 
tbe interior of tbe forests, containing 
some of the most wonderful natural 
scenery on the continent, will be open- 
ed to easy automobile travel; that the 
forest rangers will be enabled to fight 
tbe costly forest tires with far greater 
ease than formerly and that the resi- 
dents of nearly low sections, who for- 
merly had no relief from the heat of 
summer, will now be able to enjoy the 
coolness of tbe woods near by instead 
of traveling many miles to some more 
accessible spot. 

"The road problem of the forests is 
being met in two ways— first, by tho 
work of public improvements Ijciuif 
carried on by the government in the 
forests, and second, by tbe direct con- 
tribution to the counties from a shai-e 
In tlie receipts from the forests. Every 
year the government has built in the 
forests roads, trails, bridge's, teloidiono 
lines and other improvements. '|"iie 
national forests have been under ad- 
ministration only a decade, yet there 
have already been constructed 2.G0O 
miles of roads. 22.000 miles of trails, 
some 000 bridges and nearly 20,000 
miles of telephone lines. Every one of 
those improvements benefits some spt- 
tler:; and raiichors.- Many are tlie com- 
muniLies made aecesslli'.e tiiroiigli the 
roads, bridges and trails; many of tho 
i ranchers have been brought into pleas- 
ant and profitable communication with 
: neiglibors and out,<ide phues by tbo 
i forest service and tclepbunos. {ind

MAKING GOOD ROADS. 

Highway Betterment Has Imprevad the 
Value of Farm Land. 

In the results of inqairies made by 
federal officers who are supervising the 
use of $80,000,000 appropriated for the 

Improvement of roads there is nothing 
more instructive and interesting than 
the proof that road betterment has 
greatly increased tlie market value of 
farm land, says the New York Times. 
A careful investigation was made in 
eight representative counties, covering 
a period of five years, "^e record of 
many actual transactions shows that 
the selling price of farm land within 
one mile of tbe improved roads lias 
been largely increased, in one county 
by 194 per cent, the additions to value 
being from two to three times the cost 
of tbe road work. 

Tbe law which appropriates $G0,000»- 
000 to be expended in live years, with 
the condltko that states spend an equal 
sum in carrying out an improvement 
program, haa been in effect for six 
mouths. While only one state has met 
all the requirements of it, others iiave 
made a beginning, and all will even- 
tually undertake to do their share, I« 
several states delay is duo to the need 
of now legislation, Careful prepara 
Hon has beeu made by the department 
of agriculture at Washington for ex- 
pert supervision and lnsi>ection of the 
improvements for which $100,000,000 
v. ill be paid. It should be noted that

It is not at all uncommon among 
dairy cows to find the udder covered 
with a thick growth of long hair, which 
may be of some protection to the uddei 
in some respects, but from a sanitary 
standpoint and a comfort to the cov, 
while she Is being milked, these nair- 
are detrimental. Under the usual farn 
conditions this growth of hair i.s com 
monly covered with filth, and even ii: 
well-kept dairies this hair, unless .b;ep.t 
well clipped, vrtll collect mare or less 
dirt and trash. 

In many cases, too, these hairs will 
persist in falling into the milk pail. 
'l it prevent occurrences such as these 
the uilnc-r pIviuM bo clipped clo.scly a< 
least t',vice eacli year^ and in this way 
prevent the accnmnlation of filth.
